Troubles of the Brooklyn Street 
Ballways-Tlie Military 

Called In. . ^ 



Lively EDconnters— Grievances Com- 
plained Of-Keport of the State 
Board of Arbitration! 



Brooklyn, Jan. 21.— Orders have been 
issued to the soldiers to disperse all gather- 
ings in tho vicinity of the railway oompany'a 
property that number over three poraonB. 
In oaso tho gathoringa refuse to diaperso tho 
aoldiera have boon inatruotod to use their 
bayonets. Soldiers were oompelied to 
almost charge the band of atrikers assembled 
this morning at the entranoe to the strikers' 
hoadquartera. The firat brigade, under 
oommand of General Louis Fitzgoraltl, 
ordered here by Governor Morton, arrived 
early this mbmhi(;. In this brigade there 
are four handred men. The Fiatbash line 
started twenty-six oars tbia morning, belog 
half the usual number. A few oars were 
started on other lines. 

The Seventh regiment was under firo at a 
few minutes before Bi.\ o'clock this evening, 
several volleys being fjrod in return over 
the heads nf the mob. So far ub known tlio 
only man Injured was Privato Knnii, of 
Company H. Tho aix companies wore un- 
der command of Major Abranis and wore 
guarding llio Btreeta leading to the Ridgo- 
wood depot of tho Brooklyn city lino. The 
first oar was atarted at 5:10 p m. Compua- 
ioa A, F and G marched ahead aa f^r aa 
BushwiuU avenue and tlio mounted police 
rodt beside tho oar, vvhioh waa stoned 
fron> windows and from vatanb lota. 
One revolver shot waa fired at tho car. It 
did not tako efleob, bub tho windows were 
badly broken by atono-throwing. The mili- 
tia left tho oar at Buahwick avenuo and re- 
turned to tho Ridgowood depot. Several 
shots, were firod from the windows and roofs 
of houBoaJalong the atreets through which 
tho,regiment waa paealng. Private Ennes 
waa hit and it was reported that other men 
were injured. Tho polioe in tho oar rushed 
out when the first attack was made and 
Qred several shots over the heads of the 
mob. One of tho ofhaera of the Seventh 
regiment, after the company bad reached 
headquarters onHalaoy street, aald that the 
polico wore a lot of awards : " They shot 
over the heads of th:< r^ii ikera. Whydid not 
they try to shoot right .tiiem !" 

Albany. N.Y., Jan. 21.— The State 
Board of Mediation and Arbitration, which 
endeavored to eSeot a settlement of the 
Brooklyn railway troubles but which was 
aucccsaful in only one instanoe, presented 
its report to the legialature to-night. The 
report says : " However the eilatlug 
troubles of the Brooklyn street railways 
may bo settled, tho statute with regard to 
hours of labor will, unless amended so as to 
explicitly state and aottlo what shall oon- 
Btitute ten hours labor, remain a conatant 
irritant and aourco of dlBBatiafaotion and 
contention on the part of the employes. 
Iho oompaniea conetruo and enforce the 
words ' ton hoars labor ' to moan labor 
while the oars are moving upon the 
rail without taking into account waiting 
time at either end of tho routes. Thua by 
tho evidence taken ib was shown that upon 
ono lino whore there were eight regular 
runa a day, there waa waiting time of 
three minutea at each end, making forty- 
eight minutes por day, during which the 
conductors and motormen were on duty, 
and in charge of their cars, bub for whioh 
they received no oompensation. However 
thia method of oomputiog time of labor 
came to be established it ia olearly not 
within the terms or the intent of the 
law, and is not juat, aa the em- 
ployes contend. .Witb a view, therefore, 
to tho removal of thia oaaie of tbe present 
etrike and the prevention of its agency In 
working further trouble on the linsa of 
■trcet railroads, lb ia auggeated that tbe 
laws of 1887 be amended ao aa to presoribe 
that the " ten hours labor " to be performed 
within twelve oonaocative hours, with rea- 
sonable time for meale, provided for aa a 
day's labor, shall commence when the em- 
ploye reports for servloo as retiuired by tho 
rules of tho employer, and ceaae when the 
omplnye, upon their expirotion, is relieved 
from tho duty of tho day. 

Tho moat serious rioting took place in 
ICist Now York. The Seventh regiment, 
the Flrat batlefy and tho Sixty-ninth bat- 
tallion were in the midet of it. They did 
e:cce!lent service tind will possibly see more 
of It to-morrow. The railroad companies 
made but little progress toward resuming 
tho normal truilio. All the oars were 
stopped shortly after dark instead of being 
run until midnight as planned. Preaident 
Lewis said that he waa requoated by tho 
polico to atop running after dark. Tho 
police Buperintendont declared that thia 
waa not ao, and aaid that on tho contrary 
tho president had notified him oarly that all 
cars wonld cease running at 8 o'clock. 

The Brooklyn ooanoil and board of super- 
visors of King'a county have adopted 
resolntions denounoing the railroad com- 
panies for refasing to settle the strike, and 
calling upon the attorney-general to take 
aotion to abrogate their ohartera.

Manitoba Patrdna of Indnalry at a oonven- 
tion juat held at Brandon passed a memorial 
reoommendlog that the government take 
back the land grants from certain railway 
oompaniea, notably companies in North- 
western Manitoba and Northeaatera Asslni- 
boia, to sot theae land grants aside as 
seonrity far a guarantee of tho bonds of 
the railways at three per cant, interest for 
thirty yoara, and that tho railway companies 
ao aided bo required to pay throo per cent, 
on thoir groaa earnings into tho treaaury of 
the government, and that the government 
should take a first lien upon the property of 
tbe railway companies ao aided aa further 
seourity, on condition that theae railways be 
immediately proceeded with. Ib was do- 
cided that the Patrons shoald have no 
official organ to represent their views, and 
prohibition waa added to tbe platform by a 
vote of 72 to G2.

John Bnll Did Not Bny Uncle Sam's 
Coniiiressed Fodder— Mani- 
toba Wheat. 

Ottawa's Winter Carnival Opened 
Under Most Discourafflnfi: Auspices 
— Uulavorable Weather. 

( From Our Own Correspondent,) 

Ottawa, Jan. 21.— Some time ago a 
paragraph, whioh originally appeared in the 
London Canadian Gazette, and was there- 
fore thought authoritative, went tbe rounds 
stating that the Britiah government had 
ordered from tho United States a largo con- 
signment of compressed fodder, oonsiBtlng 
of crushed oats, maize and chop- 
ped hay, the qaestion ' being asked : 
" What baa Canada been doing on the eub- 
jcot?" Under the olroumatanoes of the 
specific statement, an inquiry was made 
through the High Commissioner witb the 
object ot obtaittuiff some information, if poa- 
aible, regarding this alleged large oonsign- 
mentof oompreased fodder brioka, with the 
result that the whole thing appeara to be a 
myth. Nothing is known ab>the War Office 
in London of any orders having been given 
for a oonaignment of compreasedfodder from 
the United States. 

The government hare decided that Mani- 
toba wheat now In the elevators at Bufifalo 
cannot be roimported without payment of 
duty. The prioe of Manitoba wheat In 
Canada ia higher than in tho United States, 
and several Toronto grain handlers are 
anxious to bring many thousand buahels 
back to the Dominion. To have granted 
thia rcqueat would have been to allow ooant- 
ing in Canadian waters by American vea- 
aels, and, moroorer, no means for tho identl- 
fioation of this wheat are available, 

Ottawa's winter carnival waa opened to- 
day by Sir Jamoa Grant. The weather waa 
very unfavorable, tho rain falling all after- 
noon, rendering tho platform and roadwaya 
one vaat ahoet of ice. Sir James Grant, Sir 
Adolphe Caron, Hon. John Haggart and 
Mayor Borthwiok delivered addreaaes and 
the ico oaatle waa then formally opened. 
The deoorationa in the principal stores are 
elaborate and at night preeenb a brilliant 
speotaole. Eleobricity ia being ntilizod in 
hundreds of different ways. 

The cabinet met to-day, but only routine 
businsaa wai transacted.

LoHDOM, Jan. 20. — ^A dispatoh from Hai- 
ching, dated Thursday, says that' in the 
fighting whioh took place in the vicinity of 
Newchang, Wednesday, the Chinese were 
defeated with a loss of 900. The Japanoao 
loss was 60.

Instead 
of being to " the Gorman nation," it will be 
to " the German empire," 

Bmperor William haa sent a number ol 
hU own drawings, representing warahips of 
the lateat conabruction, bo bho national 
library of the reiohstsg, each design being 
marked : "Wir, Wilhclm, Imporator, Rer."

The cattle novor looked bettor ; the hills 
are almost bare, and many are still on the 
ranges. 

George Shehan, proprietor of the Stem- 
windermine at Camp Fairview, reports times 
to be looking up at that camp, He brought 
with him a gold briok from the Morning 
Star mine worth olose upon five thousand 
doilara ; the reault, It U bM; of eleven days' 
ontahing. 

Tbe frosty weather of the iaat week of 
December and the firat few daya^of the new 
year, gave place on Thnraday Iaat to a 
veritable " Jannaiy thaw." For three 
Bl^iila the rain fell at intervala, and during 
the day a warm wind prevailed. Farmers 
are anxious to see another fall of enow before 
the next oold snap as otherwise tbe unpro- 
tected grass roote will probably suffar. 

White Valley during tho past week h»a 
boon invaded by several herda of cattle on 
their way to tho winter feeding territory. 
The Coldstream raooh has sent up a num- 
ber, having now 300 head at the upper 
meadows.

LOOKING FORWARD. 

To THE Editoii : — I appreciate the com- 
pliment contained in tho letter of Mr, 
Robert T. Williams, bub havmg soleotod the 
signature " Onlooker " as ono dosoriptivo of 
my attitude towards British Columbian in 
terests will, for the present at least, retain 
ib. As you know I am an onlooker, an in- 
terested one no doubt, bub simply an on 
looker so far as this province is concornod 
My observations in regard to Canada have 
led me to believe that British Columbia la 
approaching an era cf grqat development, 
and I regard the opening of Asia to coloniza 
tion and commerce as one of the ohief factors 
In that development. 

History inspires faith in the destiny of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. If we look abroad 
we will see abundant roaaon to bo 
lieve that our race, that portion 
of it at leaat which looks to 
the Union. Jack aa Its Qig, has 
not apeiit ita aaer|iy,"bat fa to-day more po 
tent in all the elemrataneoeasary for sggrcs 
sive progreaa than at any time In its history 
If we had no other proof than South Africa 
afforda we oould have no doubt upon this 
point. Therefore, I contend that when 
China and Siberia are fully opened to the 
world, the commercial instincts, the Indom 
itable courage, tho far-seeing enterprise of 
the British people will win peaoeful victor 
les there as they have won them in every 
other arena. 

I claim that tho vast natural rosouroes of 
British Columbia, and eipocially its forest 
wealth and ita fiiheries, will be drawn upon 
to an extent whioh we cannot now appreci- 
ate to meet the demands of the New Asia. I 
claim that tbe oommeroo between the Orient 
and VA'estern Europe will find Ita way across 
Canada and therefore will be handled at 
British Columbia ports, and that the cereals 
of the Canadian prairie region will find in 
China a market whioh will expand to an 
enormous degree. This prospective expan 
sion is a point whioh tbe United States con 
sul at TIent-Siag hoa lately brought out 
very strongly, and tho increasing trade in 
Qour between San Francisco and the Puget 
Sound on tho one hand and China on the 
other, fully corroborates hia anttoipationa 
There are some features of the Qour trade 
with China which require careful study in a 
practical way, but these it ia nob neoesaary 
to speak of at preaent. 

Concerning the market for lumber the 
consul above quoted aaya that China will 
have to depend upon tbe ontaide world for 
her anppllea. At preaent moat of the lum- 
ber imported into Ohina oomea from Japan, 
where tbe nite of oatting fa ao rapid that 
there la a prospect of the fereata being ex- 
hausted at a very early day. 

It would exceed the limita whioh yon 
would perhaps feel like placing at my dis- 
posal to speak at full longth upon tho many 
and varied factors that will contribnts to 
the expansion of commerce upon the Pacific 
ocean. It ia hardly necessary to say that 
British Colombia has only begun to feel the 
benefits which will accrue from this source 
What seems to me to bo wanting now is 
that this province shall justify tho " Brit 
Isn " part of its name by exhibiting Its con- 
fidence in the old motto that the gods help 
those who help thcmaslves, and by develop 
Ing Its own magolfioenb resources ahow to 
the world that ib ia alive to the really majss 
tic possibilities of ita position as a part of 
the empire. 

Tbe world at large really knows very 
little of this province. Tourists oomo 
across tho plains on tho CP. R. and then 
plunge with that road into the 
heart of the mountaina. Xbey go home and 
toll of wonderfal viataa of mountain peaka, 
of terrific canyons through which foaming 
rivers flow, of towering rocky eresta and 
great glaciers. They do not teii, for they 
cannot see, anything about the great mining 
regions of tbe Kootenay, the rich valloys of 
Yale distrlot, the prlooleaa wealth of Cari- 
boo and the region further north, tbe groat 
pasture lands of the central plateau, tho fer- 
tile and extensive bottom lands of the Frasor, 
the Nechaco and other rivers, the Immeasur- 
able value of the forests, the admirablo 
farming sections of Vancouver Iiland and 
tho other islands, tho incalculable doposita 
of ooal and Iron, tho vast possibilities of its 
deep sea and froah water Qahoriea. When 
artists soloot a eubjoct to illustrate 
this proviooo thoy generally take 
some glacier, or Mount thie, that 
or tho other. Edward Blake told tho 
world that the province was a sea of moun 
tains, and tho press and tho pioturo-mukors 
have done all in their power to confirm tho 
impression thus created. But if tho sea of 
mountaina were cut out albogothor there 
would bo a province of imperial proportiona 
loft, and not only of imperial proportiona, 
bub capable also of a development that will 
bo imperial In ita grandeur. 

vVhat the proviuoo needs ia a policy of 
derslcpmcnt. The time ia ripe for the in- 
auguration of [|noh a policy. The time baa 
come whbn the people who live ' In Britbh 
Columbia muat ahow to' the world that they' 
themaelvea have faith in the province. My 
obaervatlona elaewliere lead nie to believe 
that if thie province ahall determine upon 
Buch a policy there are thouaanda and tens 
of thousandB of persona who will haaton 
to seek the advantages certain to follow 
from ib, There la a vast deal to 
be done. The Biitlah PaoIQo rallwoy 
is one feature of this policy, bub ib is only 
ono. It is perhaps tho most potent feature 
of ib, for it would mean the enlisting of the 
active co-operation of men of capital, whoso 
interest it would be to fill tho country with 
population, expand the market for our lum- 
ber and further tbe exploitation, of our 
italiteB,' ' A rep(iMeiit(ktivc(ot i( large hnmber.j

This action waa brought by the plaintiff 
In hia oharaoter of an agent to recover $15,- 
000 for general aervicea to the defendonte ae 
part owners of n group of mines known as 
the " Silver King." The aerviooa may be 
olasslfied as serviosB rendered in thin pro- 
vince and the adjoining Btatoof Washington 
during a period of three years and a half, 
ending in Juno, 1892, and aa aorvioee in 
EnRland rlurint; twelve months, ending in 
July, 1893. At the trial theae diatinotive 
periods were ke.^t in view and a separate 
award was made by the jury in respeot of 
the first period of §1,350, in lieu of the 
plaintifTa olaim of §2,000, and in reapeot of 
the aeoond period of §4,3S0 in liou of his 
olaim of $13,000. 

The present litigation has arisen in oonse- 
quenoe of the diflferout intorprotatioos 
placed by the pIointifTon the ono hand and 
the defendants on the other upon the follow- 
ing resolution, which was passed at a moot- 
log of the defendants, at which the plain- 
tiff was present, in July, 1892 : 

" 3i-d Roaolved and cirried unanimously, 
that Mr. H. E. Croaadailo bo rrquostod to 
aooompany Messrs. Hall and McDonald to 
Englund ond aBsiab them in negotiating the 
sale of the mines, and that ho be paid for 
his eipouees 570 by each of the aforesaid 
thirteen intorosts, and such further sum as 
Mr. Winslow Hall ahull oonsidor right, upon 
the sale of the mines, in coneidcratioo of hi 
general aervioea to the partoerahip." 

Aocing upon the reaotution the plaintiff 
accepted and received the $70 per interest 
provided for hia expenses and proceeded to 
England, where he aaaiated Hall and Mo- 
Donald as agreed npon. At the time of the 

Easalog of the resolation all parties aeem to 
avs been of opinion that he would not bu 
detained there more than two months, 
whereas, as It tnrned oni, he was detained 
twelve. It was also stated to ua by hie 
oonosel, and not denied, that according to 
evidence given at the trial which does not 
appear in the appeal book, nameljTi that of 
two witnoseea, Sir Joseph Trutoh and Mr. 
Diy, the sale of the mine was almost wholly 
duo to the plaintiff's influence ond buaineao 
ability, and to the aotiva part ilut ho took 
in the negotiations that led to it. After the 
sale Winalow Hall refused to piiy tho plain 
tifi for any of liia aerviooa, henco the present 
action. It is nob denied that the term 
" general sorvioes " inoladea sorvioes per- 
formed before and after the passing of the 
resolution ; and there ia no reaeon why 
those setviooa should not bo separately dealt 
with, aa was done at the trial when oonaid- 
ering the question of remuneration. 

Judgment having been given for the 
whole amount of the verdict, the defendants 
now appeal on the ground that the queation 
of tbep'aintiff's remuneration having, by tho 
terma of the resolution, been left by the 
partlea to tho deciaion of Winslow Hall, the 
action ia not maintainable. A motion for a 
new trial for alleged misdirection bus also 
been made ; bnt aa the rule requiring the 
Inatancea of miadireotlon to bo stated in the 
notice of motion has not been complied with, 
tba ' motion mnst ha refnsed with coats. 
Apart from this, aa pointed ont by the court 
at the bearing, the motion oonld not be al- 
lowed for want of merits. 

With respeot to the first branch of the 
case, viz , the plalntlS's olaim for aervicea 
performed between cfannary, 1889, and July, 
1892. that is, for the nerlod preceding the 
reaolatlon, I agree with my brother Mc- 
Creight fur the reuaona he has just given, 
that aa the plaintiff had acquired a veated 
right to be paid, nothing short of payment 
or a valid reloaee would dlacharge the de- 
fendant. Hence the reaolution in Itaolf, al- 
though assented to by him, could not, for- 
tunately for him, have the effect of divest- 
ing him of that right. The finding of the 
jury for $1,350 must therefore stand. 

As to the second finding of §4,350, for 
■ervlcea performed in England, it is obvioua 
that the same reasons for supporting it do 
not exists ; for when the resolution was 
passed ic interfered with no vested right, 
for none had been acquired aa no reward 
had been earned. It was quite competent, 
therefore, for the parties to agree that the 
question of remnneratfon for proapectivo or 
contemplated services should be left, aa was 
done, to Hall ; and snob an agreement im- 
plies that it was intended to be left to him 
and not, for instance, to a jury. The 
plaintiff, it la true, states that be so agreed 
on the nnderatanding that he would be on- 
titled to a fair remuneration and that he 
did not rely on the resolution alone as the 
foundation of his claim. But the fact re- 
maina that both ho and the defendants acted 
upon the resolution and must, therefore, bo 
taken to have adopted it. In support of the 
finding, the plaintiff's counsel cited Bryant v. 
Flight (5 M. & W., l-l); but that ciao would 
appear to have been overruled twenty yenro 
later by Roberts v. Smith (1 H. & N, 315); 
and such is tho opinion exproajod of it by 
Mr. Justice Strong, now Chief Juatico 
of Cunadft, in his judgment in Doutro v. 
Rogiua (G S.C R. at p. .397.) Roberta v. 
Smith was a uuho where, for instance, A and 
B agreed that H ahould perform certain aer- 
vicea, and that in one event A should pay B 
a onrtain salary, bub that in another event 
A ahould pay B whatever A might think 
reasouablc. That other event having hap- 
pened tho court hold that there was no con 
tract whioh B could enforce. In comment- 
ing on the case Sir Frederick Pollock ob- 
serves at p. 45 of hia work on contracts : 
" Servicoa, indeed, had been rendered by B, 
and of the aorb for whioh people usually aro 
paid and expect to be gald ; ao that in tho 
abaence of expreas agreement there would 
have been a good cause of action for reaaon- 
able reward," Itfollowa from thia that if 
the reaolatlon had not contained the Btipula- 
tion that the remnneraiion wan to be such 
as Hall ahould "consider right " the plain- 
tiff might have been succeasful in upholding 
tho flnding for §4.350. In Taylor v. Brewer 
(1 M. & S. 290) a porfon did certain work 
for n comniitteo under a resolution 
that any aotvicoa to bo rend Ted by him 
should bu takeu into conaidoration and suoh 
remuneration should bo mido aa should bo 
deemed right," and it was held that he 
could nob recover for such work " as tho 
resolution imported tlmt tho "committoo 
wero to judgo whether any romunoraliou 
had been earned." (See ulao Chitty on 
oontroota.) Tho promise there relied upon, 
like tho promiso in Roberta v. Smith, 
and for that matter like tho 
promiao in the present caao, was an 
illusory promiao, and henoo a promiso in- 
capable of enforcement. Effect, thnrcforo, 
cannot bo given to tho finding for $4,350, 
and accordingly tho judgment givou for tho 
plaintiff must be reduced by that amount. 

It waa contended on behalf of the plaintiff 
that, as tho reaolution loft the question of 
remuneration for his general services, or, in 
other words, for all hia aervioes, to the de- 
ciaion of Hall, ' the aervicea for the two 
perloda atood on the aame footing, and that 
the aeoond finding therefore ahould, like tho 
firab, be upheld, eapeclally aa the plaintiff 
apderstood that he was to be fairly remu- 
nerated s bnt snoh an argument cuta 
both ways, for it migbb be urged, 
as indeed was done, that tho firab 
finding 'Should aharo the aame 
fate as the second. With reapeob to the 
■ervioes knteoedent to the resolution, no ex- 
press agreement at to remoneratlon wu 



made at the outset, but there waa in law an | 
implied agreement thit they ahould bo paid 
for, and that agreement waa tho foundation 
of the plaintiire vcsfed right to areaaonable 
rev^ard, which Hall htving refuaed to name, 
the jury aettied at §1,350. On the other 
hind, with respect to the aerviooa to bo por- 
formed and'that were pnr*ormed aubsequent 
to the reaolution, an expreas agreemcab aa 
to remuneration waa by the terma of that 
resolation made at the outsot, namely, that 
Hall (and not a jury) should determine 
what, if anything, the plaintiff was entitled 
to. Effect oould be given to such an agree- 
ment beoauie, aa I have aaid, no vested 
right had been required, for no reward or 
Mmpeaaation had. iMen earned, 

(There has been a growinK inolinatlon on 
the part of the courta 'tQ England to keep 
people to the strict letter of their agree- 
menta, even though hardship should be the 
reault. Jonea v. St. John's OoUege (L.R. 6 
B. } is a-notable example of thi% 
Inview.of.the.eTidenoe in ..the proaene 
oaae, lb would appear that the plaintiff baa 
been barehly, ti'eated by; the defendants. 
Their line of defenoe througbont baa been of 
a highly teobnioalioharaoter and one that a 
aorupulous' man would, under aimilar oir- 
oumatancea, heaitate to take advantage of, 
and eapeclally ao after a jury had cxpreased 
tho opinion which the present jury have ax- 
pressed, of the value of tho plaintiff's sor 
vies. 

As tho appeal has only boon partially auc 
cessful there will bo no order as to oosta. 
The plaintiff's oosta oonstquont on tho dia 
missal of tho motion for a now trial n)ay bo 
bukon as balancing tho oosta ocoaaioned to 
the defendants by the farther hearing of the 
appeal which was granted at the Instance of 
the plaintiff's oounael.

.iUUfi.MENT OK MR. .JUSTICE DltAKU. 

The appeal in thia case ia against the judg 
mont rendered in pursuance of a verdict of 
the jury and there is also a motion for anew 
trial. 

On the first hearing, for the caao waa twice 
argued, tho only ground discussed waa that 
the agreement tried on was an illusory con 
tract, and euoh being tho case the plaintiff 
waa not entitled to recover. 

The plaintiff, ib appeared, had acted for 
the defendants in varicua transactions pro- 
tecting their Interests prior to the date of 
the resolntlon of 19ch June, 1802, and in 
reapeot of these prior services the jnry have 
found a verdict of $1,350, Mid in respeot of 
servloes oonneoted with the sale of the mines 
§4,350. 

The resolntlon on which (bis action ia 
baaed In the first place appointed Winslow 
Hall and John McDonald attorneys to nego- 
tiate a aalo of the minea known aa Silver 
King and others, and ib further apeclfiod 
the amount which ahould be paid to 
McDonald on the sale of the mine for hia 
services. 

The resolution proceeds as follows : That 
the plaintiff be requoatod to accmopany 
Moasre. Hall and McDonald to England and 
asaiab thom in negotiating the sale of I ho 
mines and that ho bo paid for hia expeO'-a 
§70 by each of the 13 interesta, and avf.n 
further sum as Mr. Winslow Hall ahull 
consider right, upon the sale of the minea, 
in consideration of hia goueral aervicea to 
the partnership. 

This resolution la open to more than ono 
oonstruotiou. One view ia that he ia only to 
be paid for his past services, if the mine ia 
aold, and then only suoh a sum as Mr. W. 
Hall shall name. 

The other ia that any aervicea ho rendera 
the partnerahip, whether before or after 
tho date of the resolution, are to 
bo valued by Mr. W. Hall 
and paid if the mine la sold. 
Both parties contend that the resolution 
refers to both past and future services, but 
tho defendant aaya that whether la dooa or 
nob the contract la illuaory and dependent 
on the will of Winslow Hall; and as Wins- 
low Hall refused to malce any fnrther allow- 
anee the plaintiff can reoover notliing. 

The plaintiff says that the very fact that 
past aervioes are inolnded brings the case 
within Bryant v. Flight, 5 M. and W., 
which was an action bronsht on an agree- 
ment worded as follows : " I hereby agree 
to enter your aervioe aa a weekly manager 
commeacing next Monday, and tbo amount 
of payment I am to receive I leave entirely 
for you to dotcrmino," Tho m»jorlly of 
tbo court held that a contract to pay some- 
thing was doduciblo from the paper itself, 
but Baron Parke held it a merely honorary 
obligation undistlngnishablo from Taylor v. 
Brewer, 1 Man. and Solw. 290. In the sub- 
sequent case of Roberta v. Smith, 4 H. and 
N 315, ib waa decided that where future 
remuneration was Ic-fb to tho defendant 
to decide there was no contract upon whioh 
tho plaintiff could recover, and B. Martin 
aaya that in hia opinion if called upon to 
decide between Taylor and Brewer, and 
Bryant and Flight, he ahould aay that 
Taylor and Brewer waa rightly decided, 
and I cannot, theroforo, suy that as reRarda 
future aervicea the plaintiff has succeeded in 
showing that be is entitled to hold b's vor- 
diot. He baa accepted Mr. W. Hall as the 
person to decide hia remuneration, and Mr. 
Hall refuses to give anything. This may bo 
liability in honor, bub It is not 
liability by contraob. With regard to 
past aervicea the plaintiff had a olaim and 
unleas this resolntlon can be treated as 
aooord and satisfaction, I do nob think he ia 
ousted from maintaining hia right to somo 
piymenc. He did nob sign the reaolution. 
A substituted agreement may be accsptod an 
accord and satisfaction of an oxiating 
ctuso of action, tho new promise only and 
tho porformanoo being taken In latis- 
faction. .So8 H»ll v. Flooktin, 14 (> H, .'iHO. 
Bjt to make the now promiso a disotiarjjo c f 
the original debt it must bo u promise bind- 
ing on both and tho original debt muat bo 
disoliarged. 

I do nob think In this oqso that thero is 
any aooord and aaubfaotion of tho original 
debt, and I therefore am of opinion that tho 
pi»intill is entitled to retain hia verdict for 
!jl,350 for past services. 

With respeot to the motion for a new trial 
I think ib should be refused. The motion 
doea not State the sronnds on whicli It ia 
asked. Ib states for miadireotlon, without 
in any way specifying the misdirootion relied 
on. Sea rule 433 and Murfitb v. Smith, 12 
P. D. 116, and Pfeiffer v. Midland Railway 
Co'y.— 18 O. B D., 213. 

Tho other grounds are error in refusing to 
put questions to the jury submitted by do- 
fendant'a counsel. (3n referrenco to tho ap- 
peal book I think the jury wore practically 
directed na requested, and tho refusal to 
lenvj tn tho jury tho construction ot tho ro- 
eohuion waH right and proper. Having 
gone carefully through tho ovldenco In sup- 
port of tho plainllirs case I cannot help fool- 
ing that tho defendants succeeded in obluin- 
irg the plaintiff's aervioes for practically 
nothing. 

I think tho cofltfl of tho second argument 
should 1)3 a comploto aot-off against tho oosta 
of tho motion for now trial, and, thoreforo, 
aa coats on either aide of oppoal or applica- 
tion for new trial. Plaintiff ia entitled to 
hia costs in the oonrb below<

TEB VANOOUVER LIAR. 

The Vanooover liar has been ab work 
again. He hM telegraphed to the Toronto 
Empire a ridioalonaly exaggerated aooonnt 

•f the late floods. He tolls the people of 
the Eisi that the heat on the mountain 
heights was a few daya ago 70" in the shade. 
Eia description of the Chinook winds is very 
fancy. " Then," be gays, " the Chinook 
winds, whose peonliarity la to rush along the 
snrfaoe of the water, oan{>hb the swollen 
river and backed the water down over all the 
dykes," etc., oto. This is tho first time 
we ever heard of tho Chinook windn 
having any partiality for water. Not 
latiified with ravaging Lain laland 
•nd the " snbnrban towns, " the enter- 
prising fiood>maker oroeses the Galf of 
Georgia and does great damage on " rail 
road lines on Vanooaver Island," a hundred 
miles away. It is singular that the inhab 
itauta of Vanooaver Island were not aware 
either of the visitation or the damage done 
bjr the floods of his creation to their single 
line of railroad. The whole telegram shows 
that the concoctor of It is a fool as well aa a 
liar. It is a thousand pitsea that tho peo- 
ple of Eastern Canada have bo depend upon 
nch mendacious idiots for their telegrapblo 
news from thia Coaat. 



A GOOD INTBRVIBW. 

Oar Ottawa oorrespondent's Interview 
with Sir Cbaries H. Tapper, now Minister 
of Jnstioe, Will be read with pleasure by 
British Columbians in every part of the 

Province. It shows chat he came here with 
a mind open to conviction, and that he was 
prepared to correob any mistake his Depart 
ment had made when he was Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries. With the sealers, as 
far as we know, he had no diipate. His 
objeot was the same aa theirs, and ib ap- 
pears that both tho Minister and the seal- 
ing men wore pretty well agreed as to tho 
noana to bo takon to attain ib. 

With tho oannora it was somewhat diiffor- 
ent. There had been aprioua disputes be- 
tween them and the Minister's Department, 
owing chiefly, as we believe, to the wrong- 
hoadedncaa and tho solf-suflioienoy of one 
of the departmental offioials. Whoa the 
Miniater himself came ho heard with re 
apoctful attention what tho canners and 
others interested in the salmon fiaberiea had 
to say, and it is evident that he fonnd that 
they have reason on their aide. He did nob 
allow himeelf to bo swayed by preconceived 
ideas nor did ho judge all matters oon- 
neoted with tho salmon fishery on Ihiu 
Coast by Eastern standards. Hia visit to 
the Pacific Coast, shorb as ib was, will, wo 
have no doubb, result in patting an end to all 
serious disputes and disagreements between 
tho Fiehory Dopartmenb and the oannora 
of tho Frasor River. Tho new Miniater, who 
baa not boon on tho fiahlng ground, and 
who has not considered the queatlons in dia- 
pate on tho apot, will, ib ia more than likoly, 
adopt the anggestiona of bis predecessor, 
who has so lately given bis earnest personal 
attention to the mabtor. Tho conclusion 
tbab wo have drawn from our correspond- 
ent's very satisfaotory interview with tho 
late Minister of M.irino and Fishorioa is 
that the Fraaer lliver dieputos may bo oon- 
sidered as good aa aettled, and aettled, too, 
to the satlafAotlon of those moat Interested 
in its aalmOn fishery. 

We are glad to see tihab the Minister was 



pleased with hia visit to this province. Ib 
oannob be said that it waa a mere jnnkettlng 
trip. Every moment of his stay was devoted 
to bnsineas of aome kind or other. Part of 
that bnaineea oould not have been very 
pleaaant. Many Gonservattvea In tiiia oity 
were not in very good humor with the Gov* 
ernmenb ab tho time of hia arrival, and they 
represented their grievances in very plain 
language. But tho good tempered reason- 
ablonoBS of tho young Miniator and t.io 
frank and manly way with which he ad- 
mitted mistakes sfhna mistakes had been 
committed, disarmed resentmeoti and be- 
foro the interviews ended all aigna 
of displeasure and dieoontonb had 
disappeared. It ia now seen that tho 
coofitienus in° him waa nob misplaced. He 
haa set about correcting departmental errors 
energetically) and we are qaite sure that re- 
preaenbabiona from British Columbia will, 
after thia, receive from tho Minister of Jus- 
tice respectful consideration. Ho haa found 
by experience that tho people of this prov- 
ince do not make groundless complaints and 
do nob prefer nnreaaonablo requeaba. The 
impresaion whioh Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
pcr left on the minds of the oitizenaof Vic- 
toria was vory fivorable indeed, and we are 
glad to see that he ia taking the right way 
to make it ondurlng. 



A SOCIALIST PARTY. 

An attempt is being made in England to 
organize a Sooialist party. The organizors, 
among the ohiof of whom is Mr. Kier Har- 
dle, M.P., are not quite as candid aa they 
might be. They do not give tholr party its 
right name, Sooialist, bub they, for expedi 
ency sake we presume, call ib " Tho Indo 
pendent L»bor Party," In principle this 
party is purely socialistic. Mr. Hardie, in 
an article which appears in tho January 
number of the Nineteenth Century, says : 

" The ambition of the Independent Labor 
Party soars much higher than to 
become a mero ' balancing porty. It 
alms at the division of tho nation into two 
parties, Sooialist and anti Soolalitt. Judg- 
ing by present appearancBs ib almost socms 
aa if tho election following the ono ap 
proacbing would be fought out on thoae 
linos." 

In another part of the article be says : 
" Objection haa been taken in some quarters 
to tho admisaion of other than workingmen 
to the Indopendonb Labor Party, but it does 
nob profesa to be an exoluaively workinK 
olaoa organization, aithoagh It alma at the 
economio emanoipation of that class. 

"The object quoted above maybe aub 
scribed to by any member nf the community 
Socialists are co be found in all ranks and 
atationa of lifo, and any person who declares 
himself a Sooialist, and ia willing bo act 
with the party on the Independent lines 
referred to, ia eligible tobeoomea member." 

From this it is very dear that '* Indc' 
pondenb Labor Party " ia for this organiza- 
tion a mlanomer. Ib ia ^also deceptive, and 
looka aa if its leaders wished to geb uupporb 
on a falao pretence. The Socialistic party, 
which ia ambitious, not merely t) 
obtain for Labor what its advo 
cates consider Ita rights, but to 
change the whole fabric of society, 
ia working hard to make itself felt in the 
House of Commons. It baa an eleobion fund 
of its own. Ib oanvaaaea coDstituoncies and 
seleots candidates to run for Parliament 
wherever its leaders see there ia a chance of 
soooess. It has already twenty-two names 
on its slate, two of which are those of 
Sootohmon to run for oonatituenciea in Scot 
land. Tho Soolaliab candidatea are not all 
workingmen. There are among them a land- 
lord, a university man who had studied for 
tho church, a commercial traveller, a mana 
factnrer, an artiat, a wine merchant, and 
two joarnaliats. The party has already 300 
branches with a momberabip of 50,000. 
Fnnda are raised by levying weekly oontribu 
bions upon tho members. Six r^onta a week 
is tho regular contribution. This seems 
amali, but amall as it is it yields a weekly in- 
come of £625 or £32,500 a year. A good 
deal can be done with so large a fund as this 
and the leaders of the party appear to know 
how it can bo laid out bo as to do tho moat 
good. The Independent Labor Party ia, as 
wo have soon, not in any proper aenso a poll 
tical party. Ita representatives are there- 
fore InBtructod to keep clear of ail 
party entanglements. They must not 
allow it to be even snspeoted that 
they can be Indnoed as a party to work for 
any merely political ond. Their programme, 
as Mr. Hardie oayo, " ia in no senae of the 
word political." " Tlioro ia," he continues, 
" good reasons for thia omisaion of political 
items from the programme. Were auch to 
be ioolnded the attention of men would be 
divided between the political and theaoolal ro' 
forma, and it would always be poaaihlo for 
tho Radical party to point oub that it waa 
prepared to go aa far as wo wcro politically, 
and that would bo a strong argument in 
favor of aome working alliance or agreomenb 
witb that party." 

Strange to aay, Mr. Kier Hardie has no 
lovo for either the Liberals or the Radicale 
" Ib is atiU a fiction in politica," he saya, 
" that there aro no Conservative working 
mon. Ono haa only to mix with tho work 
era to diaoover how basoleas auoh anastump 
tion is. In many parts of Lancashire an 
actual majority of the workingmen vote 
Tory, whilst, aa recent election returns 
show, jtho proportion all over the country 
ia a growing one." 

It etrikcH ua vory forcibly that very few 
of these Tory workingmen will join thia 
aooialistio party. If they do join it under 
the mistaken idea that It is what ib pur 
porta to be, a Labor Party, they will very 
soon after thoy diacovor ita real nature, 
leave it ; for no sound Tory can work with 
Socialists to acoompliah oocialiatio enda. 

It is evident, from Mr. Hardio'a own 
ahowiog, that the Soolalisfe Party is still 
weak in Great Britain, and It ia likely to be- 
come weaker when those who have joined i|>i 
lielievlog it to be a Labor Puty, Add ont 



what lb really is. Englishmen are nob in love 
with Soolaliem, and the more they see of iti 
working in other oountrioa the stronger will 
the dislike to lb grow. Mr. John Burns, 
when ho was in the United States, found 
thali the soil of America was not favorable 
to the growth of Socialism. The troth 
seema to bo that Socialism cannot tako root 
whoro true freedom cxiats. Great Britain, 
Canada and tho Uaitod States aro free 
countries, and men who know whab brue 
freedom is will nob readily bend bheir necka 
bo the Socialiat yoke.

FRBNOa LKQISLATION. 

The French have been trying bhoir hand 
ab the bualneaa of settling by arbitration, 
conoiliatlon and reconciliation, disputes 
between eniployora and employed. They 
have not ventured to enact a compulsory 
arbitration law. It is surprlaing to tee 
how closely these arbitration and oonoUia- 
tion laws of different countries resemble 
each other. The same diffioultles meet 
the legislator in all these countries, 
and thoy are attempted to bo met 
in vory much the same way, Tho 
lawmakers cannot find a way to com- 
pel the parties to submit their dispute to 
arbitrators, and they aro equally unable to 
devise a plan to oompel the disputants to 
abido by the dooislon when it ia pronounced. 
In Franco an amendment lately mado in the 
law oompola tho Govornmont, when it ia ono 
of tho parties to a labor dispute, to submit 
it to arbitration, but it is still optional with 
corporatlona and private employers whether 
or not they shall resort to this method 
of eettling their disputes with their men. 
A report sent to the Guited States Secretary 
of Stato gives the following pitrticulars 
relative to labor legislation in France : 

The French law was intended to be ono of 
conoiliatlon and rtconoiliation. Ib Is so de- 
clared in ita title, and no force could be uied 
nnder it on either side to compel them to 
submit their disputes to arbitration or to 
accept the finding of a boavd of arbitration 
after it baa been agreed to have one pass 
upon the matters in dispute. 

Under the French law, when either party 
to a labor dispute wishes to have resort to 
arbitration, it files with a magistrate a peti- 
tion addressed to the other, in whioh is sot 
forth all tho facta relating to tho questions 
In dispute. The justice of tho peace with 
whom this petition is filed nolifiea the other 
side, which may then either accapt or reject 
the proposals for arbitration. A justico of 
tho peace, in case neither party files auch 
petition, may, of hia own motion, take tho 
inltlatlvo in trying to bring about an arbi- 
tration. He dooB BO by asking both aides to 
submit to him a written atatemonb of the 
alleged grievancca, bub neither aide ia 
obliged to fall in with the suggestion. 

The consular report referred toahowa that 
during the year 1893, the first in which the 
law was in operation, G.'U strikes occurred 
in Franco. In theae arbitration prooeedinge 
were taken in only 109. But few employ era 
sought to avail themaelves of tho provialona 
of the law. Only five filed potitiona on thoir 
own aooonnb. Two othera joined with their 
men In asking for arbitration, while thirty- 
seven absolutely refused to submit to it. The 
workmen, on the other hand, filed fifty-aiz 
potitiona for a reference and joined in 'two 
more. The jUatioe book the initiative in 
forty -slz cases. In the arbitrations held 
thirteen reanlted in declaring the strike o£F 
before a deolsion was reached. In thirty- 
seven oases employers reftued to allow dia- 
intoreated parties to pasa upon tlie qnes 
ttona In diapnbe, and in six others the work- 
men took similar action ; and in two in- 
stances both aides refused. Thirty cases 
resulted in a eatiafactory aettlemenb of the 
existing difBoultiea through the acceptance 
of the finding.

A conference of loggers and millmon of 
the province with tha membera of tho legis- 
lature was duly held in the Lcgialativo Aa- 
aembly chamber yesterday morning, for tho 
purpooo of disouaaing a now method for 
scalmg logs, known aa tho B. C. log scale, 
prepared by a oommlaaion appointed by tha 
gorernment, and oomposcd of Messrs. Has- 
1am, Aleinnder and M. King. A. W. 
Smith, M.P. P., waa voted to tho chair, and 
the meeting organizod with tho following 
present: C. D. Rand, J. L. Leigh, J. W. 
Coburn, H. Kirkland, William Munsle, T. 
W. Kerr - Ramsdale, O, E. Morri- 
son, John Wilson, J. C. Schermerhorn, 
John Taylor, A Haslam, John Hendry, 
William MuPherson, A C. Fraser, W. U. 
Morgan-Casey, A. R. DavIos, N. Morrin, 
James Hartney, J M. Stewart, M. King, R. 
P, RKhet, Hon. O. B Martin, chief com- 
missioner of Itnds and works, and seven- 
teen other membera of the iegislatnrn. In 
the disouBsion it oame ont that the scalo 
as submitted by the oommission is 
the fairest to all parties, loggers au 
well as mill men. The merits of tho 
Soribner and Doyle syatoms contrast with 
it very unfavorably. Tho latter ia tho sya- 
tom now in general use, but it wna shown 
that while it is correct for logs of 22 inoboa 
in diameter, it is at fault in tho mimBure- 
mont of loga over and below such dimen- 
aions. In ainall logs it t;ivoa tliu mill men 
an udvaiit igo und ia couacquontly in fivor 
in tho Eaat where the greater number of 
the logs are small. In this province, how- 
over, where tho tinibor is larger, itgivea tho 
logger a big advantage as largo loga by tho 
Doyle ayatem would eoalo more than tho 
mill men could make out of thom. 
It was explained that in working thia now 
ayetom the mean diameter of tho top end of 
the log ia taken, and as tbe greater quantity 
of the Britieb Columbia timber ia flit this 
givoB tho loggers an advantage which was 
not alwaya aucordod before, The aoaio met 
with great favor and was unanimously 
adoptod after the lengthy disoussion necos- 
aary to bring out the points.

FBOVINCIAL LBGHSLATUBK. 
Tint Session of tbe Seventh ParllBment. ~ 

THIRTY-SIXTH DAY. 

Monday, January 21, 1S95. 

' Xhe Speaker took tbe ohair at 2 p.m. 
Mr. Smith presented tbe third report of 

the mining , oommilitee,. recommendiug tho 
>biU to,lkinend the plaoer mining aot 1891. 

Beeeived; 

' Mr. Kennedy introdneed a bill Intituled 
"lEhe Sabbath obaerTance aob." Read a 
first time. 

Mr. McGregor introdooed a bill to amend 
' the ooal roinea regulation aot. Beadafirat 
time. 

CTuG Sfeakeb ruled out of order the 
motioDB of whioh Mr. Williams and Mr. 
Kennedy had given notice, asking for bub- 
pension of tho rales so as to overoome the 
irregularity in the notices of the Vanaouver 
and Westminster city bllla ; on the ground 
that such motioDS should first bo considered 
and recommended by the private bills com- 
mittee. 

The bills were accordingly referred back 
to the oommitteo for that purpose. 

Mr. Kitchen moved for a return shewing 
tho expenditures made by tho members of 
tho board of horticulture ani tho inspeotor 
of fruit peats under tho horticultural board 
act, 1892, ainoe 30th Juno, 1891, to present 
time. Agreed to. 

Mb. Helmcken moved : Whoroaa Thomas 
James Heatly, of the city of Vanoouvor, 
prospeotor, James Augustus Wood, of the 
same place, capitalist, and Charles David 
Band, of the same plaoo, real estato agent, 
have potitioned tho house for a bill to be in- 
corporated as a joint stook company ; and 
whereas tbe said petition was presented to 
the honse on the 10th day of December, 
1894, and received ; and whereas an error 
was made by the promoters in the computa- 
tion of tho time within which private billa 
should bo presented ; and whereas tho ob- 
jeots of the said bill are of great pablio 
utility to the provinee of British Uolumbia: 
Ba it therefore resolved that the committee 
on standing orders and private bills be in- 
■traoted to consider the statements con- 
tained in the preamble hereof and report to 
the house as to the propriety of suspending 
the standing orders so as to permit the 
petition for the bill to come before tho 
house. Agreed to. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introdneed a bill " re- 
apeoting the territorial division of British 
Columbia for judioial and other purposes. " 
He said there was a bill to ameud the 
supreme court act to be introdaoed to oper- 
ate in oonjaotion with this one. Read a 
first time. 

BEAL liSTATE TRANSFERS. 

Mb. Williams asked : It It tho inten- 



tion of the government to introduce legiala 
tion at the present session relating to the 
transfer of real estate and to the registra- 
tion of titles to land ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie — It is not the intention 
to introdace any farther legislation thia see- 
sion than is now before the house, on this 
snbjeot. 

rtTBLIC VULLS. 

The debate on the companies act 1890 
amendment bill was resumed and further 
adjourned. 

The report) from committee on the bill to 
provide against frauds in the. supply cf 
milk was adopted ; bill read a third time 
and passed. 

The bill to amend tho graveyard act was 
considered in committee, Mr. Booth in the 
chair, reported complete without amend- 
ment, read a third time and passed. 

She Qnesnelle prospeoting bill was con- 
sidered in oommittee, Mr. Bradea in tbe 
ohair. Reported complete with amend- 
menta. 

BED MOUNTAIN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Hume resamed the adjourned debate 
on the motion for the second reading of the 
Bed Mountain railway bill. He read the in- 
formation for the arrival of whioh the oon- 
'aideration of the bill'had been postponed, 
the doeuments being from Engineer* Dnohes- 
nay and Fletoher, addressed to - Mr. JJ M. 
Kellie, M.F.P., and from Engineer Farwell, 
to Hod. G. B. Martin, In reply to a tele- 
gram sent at the instance of Mr. Kellie. 
Theao all went to show the practicability of 
a line In Canadian territory, via Trail creek, 
in place of one to divert the ore across tbe 
boundary. When there is a chance, Mr. 
Hume contended, to build a railway from 
tho mines through and for the benefit of oar 
own country, he thought tho house should 
require this to be done, Instead of offering 
euoouragoment to building lines for the 
benefit of tho promoters of town sites or 
railway ohartora. He thought that this 
company already have sufBoiont time In 
whioh to build enough road to save their 
charter, and they ought to do so if they 
want to keep tho charter alive. 

Hon. Col Baker agreed that it would 
be advisable to secure, if possiblo, that a 
road should be built so as to carry tho ore 
to Britiab Columbia smelters. He did not 
think that the route of the Red Mountain 
company's railway can be changed without 
notice such as oannob be given this session, 
ao that the question now is whether or not 
thia bill shall pass. 

Mit. HcrincBB conld not ai^ree with the 
argumenta cf the members for West Koot- 
enay, and he thought that the house should 
not refuse to the oompany the privileges 
granted to several others whose charters 
had been extended as to time thia session. 
Tho oompany have spent §1,250,000 in that 
district in building tho Nelson it Fort Shop- 
pard railway, and they should not now be 
donioii 1 ho ripht to build a little branch of 
fourteen miles, booauao thuso gentlemen who 
oppose tho bill contend that another lino 
can bo built in a difforent direction. 
Whether or not tho oxtonsion now aakod is 
granted tho oompacy will build tho lino as 
intended, tho only result of a refusal being 
that they will bo compelled to build it, 
before there is any necessity for tho road, 
and at an increased expenditure consequent 
on tho diffioully of floating the bonds in 
these hard times. He declared that Mr. 
Fletcher, quoted as on authority, ia an of- 
fioial and a very loyal official of tho C.P.R. , 
who naturally do not want to see any rival 
lines In the district. Then Mr. Duchcsnay, 
another C.P.R. olBolal, is heard from, as ho 
baa been before in tbe houae in oonnection 
with a C.P.R. ontorpriae which attracted a 
good deal of att«ntion last session. The 
other anthnrity, Mr, Farwell, baa not even 
been over tho ground, aooording to his own 
letter. He declared that the two papers in 
Kelson aro in favor of the railway ucd 
the present bill, and he read from engineer- 
ing authorities in opposition to tho state- 
menta read to the houae a short time ago, 
tTheso engineering oontentiona agoinat tho 
praoticability of tho Trail creek route aro 
contained in unawera to lettera aont by Mr. 
Roberta, the engineer of tho oompany pro- 
moting tho bill. Ho (Mr, Hunter) conald- 
ored that the letters he had read were quite 
tnffioiont o^lienco to justify Iho house In 
granting tho extension of timo asked for in 
this bill, and in refusing to put tho company 
to tho groat eipenao of going on with the 
cnterprieo in advance of the proper timo. 

De, Wai.kum thought that for tho full in- 
formation of tho house there should be sub- 
mitted the letters by Mr. Roberts, in reply 
to which those just read to tho houae wore 
written. He did not think that because an 
engineer l« In the employ of the Canadian 



Pacific railway he should ba quoted as un- 
worthy the consideration of this houae, for 
the Canadian Paolfio railway has shown con- 
siderable entierprise in developing the coun- 
try. If theXrailp/eek route ia practicable, aa 
it is t'aid to bei and If the ^qjise. refuses to 
granib^hia extension, ^either the road will 
have to be built within the time promised 
when the charter was granted, or else It 
will have to be bailb via !I^{klLore6k<'8d' that 
the ore may ' be oarrlea ifor-i reduction to 
smelting works in Britlui Columbia. Ho 
saw that the Canadian Paolfio railway has 
already applied at Ottawa for a charter for 
a lino along tho Trail creek route, and from 
independent information he believed that to 
be quite praoticablo. 

Mr. Rogers thonght it In the Interest of 
the country to grant the extension of time, 
aa ho did not wish to put obstaolea In the 
way of railway building in any part of the 
province. 

Hon. Mr Martin took exception to the 
reflection which he considered had been oaat 
upon certain engineera merely bacauae they 
are in the employ of the Canadian Paolfio 
railway. He objected to aaaiating a lino to 
boom tho townsito of Northport, outaide of 
thia province, if there is a praoticablo route 
from the mines through Britiab Columbia, 
Being anxious to see tlie good to result from 
the mines kept aa mnoh aa possible within 
Britiab Columbia' he intended to oppose tbe 
bill. 

Mil FoHSTEH did not see that those who 
fuvor tho bdl havo any argumeuts superior 
to IhoEC opposed to it, in fact he thought 
the contrary was tbe case. Ho did not be- 
lieve in plaeing artificial obstruotions to 
trade, but that would not be the result of 
rrjecting this bill. To test tho sentiment of 
the house, and to allow the member for 
West Kootenay Sonth to express himself as 
to tbe information he bad received, he moved 
that tbe bill be read a second time this day 
six mouths. 

Hon. Mr. Poolby supported the bill, 
having come to suofa a oonolusion from what 
he had heard ' in the bouse to-day. He 
thought it would ha very unwise to curtail 
tbe market for the ore, as if only one 
smelter were available the mines would be 
cinched. The country can never be de- 
veloped it kept shut up, and If the ore has 
to bo kept piled alongaide the minea until 
Bomo possiblo smelter ia erected in British 
Columbia. Ho thought tho house would 
nob bo carrying out ita principles of honeaty 
and jaatioe in refusing the extenaion aaked 
for by tho promotera of this bill. 

Mr Kkllie declared that tho promotera 
of thia bill passed it through tho railway 
oommitteo only on the representation that the 
route by Trail oreok ia not praotioabic, but 
he held that the information ho had pro- 
duced ahowa that connection with tho !NqI- 
aon & Fort Sheppard railway can bo secured 
juataawellby Trail creek as by Sheop 
oreek. Tho solo object of tho promoters of 
the bill ia to carry tho orea to tho propoaod 
amelter at Northport, on tho American aide, 
and ho waa aurprised that any hon. gentle- 
man having the interest of the province at 
heart should favor a bill whioh practically 
cuts the throat of British Columbia. Seeing 
that the Trail creek camp ia one of the beat 
in tbe province it follows that there 
is a great deal of profit to be 
derived from reducing the ores in British 
Columbia, and the building up of a town 
within our own borders. If the promoters 
are in earnest, be naked have they not 
already ample time to build the fourteen or 
fifteen miles required, without any further 
extension from tbe bouse, which in a year 
or two would be found to be a blunder that 
oould not be rectified. If the promoter of 
the bill had consented to change tbe route 
he would have supported It, as he bad said 
before the railway committee. 

Mr. Kiierts, who had introduoed the bill, 
took the opportunity afTorded by the amend- 
ment, tf placing before the house several 
argumenta in support of it whioh, not ex- 
pecting this opposition, he had not urged 
when be eaid but a few words in moving tho 
second reading. He argued that the ores 
can be taken to the amelter more advan- 
tageoualy by Trail oreek than by Sheep 
creek, and aa for the argument that the 
C.P.R. has applied for a road via Sheep 
creek bo only hoped that they would got it 
and build tbe line, so that the mines would 
havo tho advantage of competition. He 
called attention to the fact that there is a 
largo petition from tho residents of the 
locality In favor of the bill. 

Mr, Booth said that if the house made a 
mibtiko in granting the charter a few yeara 
ago, that ia no reason why the error 
should bo repeated by extending the time 
for giving e fleet to that mistake. As Mr. 
Hunter baa declared that tbe company will 
build the line whether or not an extension 
of time is granted, It seemed to him that 
tho country wonld not suGTer by rejecting 
thia bill, and if an extension of time la found 
to be absolutely neceaaary. next year will be 
time enough to aek for it. 

Mn. Kitchen agreed that it would he a 
miatako to encourage the taking of the orea 
out of the country when they can bo smelted 
in our own province. 

Mii. KiDD supported Mr. Forster's amend 
ment, aa be thought that the houae would 
thereby nonaerve tho mining interests of the 
province for our own benefit. 

Mil 1<.ennei)Y favored bringing in all the 
railways poaaible.and ho therefore aupportnd 
tho bill and opposed tho amendment. He 
did not Bco why thoro should be such a huo 
and cry raised. 

Mh. Bryden aaw no reason why tho 
house should refuse an extension of time. 
He had no doubt but that tho company 
have aacertained which is tho beat route, 
and ho did not see why tho orea should be 
kept within tho province if it ia more ad- 
vantageous for the minea to havo them re- 
duced Bcroas the border. 

Mr. Adams oould not see any objection 
to building tbe railway, as if not required 
for haulinf! ores out it would be of advan- 
tage for bringing material in. 

Mr. Hukteb, with reference to certain 
oommenta on hia remaijce, said he had not In- 
tended to make any reflection whatever on 
tho flhaructcr or ctipaoity of the engineers he 
had named as in tho aervloe of the C.P.R.

THE USES OF DENIMS. 



yiiU Ib Not a Now Snljeot, but It la an 
Important One. 
Tho old fashioned blue,; and |)teown 
denims aro very durable and iftefnl' in 

house furnishing. Denim makes a neat 
carpet for a bedroom, study or any 
room whore there is not too much wear 
on tha carpet. If bluo denim is used, it 
should first bo washed to tako away tho 
slight greenish tinge it has when now. 
A very dainty carpet can bo mado of 
this material by working on it in out- 
linCj with whito cotton cord, clover 
leaVes scattered hero and there, two foot 
or so apart, or two circles overlapping 
may bo worked instead of clover loaves. 
Such a carpet makes a very dainty cov- 
ering for tho floor, and being smooth it 
is very easily swept. Brown dunim may 
bo worked in tho same way with red or 
yellow cotton carpet \rarp. 

Denims also mako a serviceable rug 
for tho bathroom by using two pieces 
of denim of tho desired sizo with a fow 
thicknesses of any old wornout material 
between them and running it across on 
the-sewing machine a few times to hold 
all tocnthor. Bind tho edge with whito 
tape or turkey rod calico. This rug pro- 
tects tho feet from tho cold floor and is 
not injured by tho wot, but can bo hung 
out in tlie sun to air and dry. 

In those luxurious days, when wo 
must have cushions Hinder onr feet, tho 
covers of these cushions should bo of 
smooth material that will not gather up 
tho dust from tho carpet. Denim an- 
swers very well when tho carpet and 
other appointments of the room are not 
too rich. Embroider in ottlino some 
largo, flowing design in whito cord upon 
bluo douini and liuisli tlio edges of tho 
cushion with upholsterer's whito cotton 
cord. Such a cushion is pretty covered 
with Japanese embroidery, so called. 
This consists simply of zigzag linos, 
changing tho color of tho yarn at almost 
every turn. Denim may also bo used 
for covering old obaira. 

Another place where this material is 
very useful, says a writer in Good 
Housekeeping and authority for tho 
foregoing, is in making sclioolbags. 
Cut a picco of bluo douim l i by 24 
inches. On one half work in whito cot- 
ton in stem stitch tho initials or mono- 
gram of tUo one for whom it is intended. 
Double together and sow in tho form of 
a bag. Bind tho edges with red tapo 
and use tho same, doubled and stitched 
together, for handles for tho bag. This 
bag is neat and durable and can be 
washed without spoiling its appearance.

A Walnut Cake. 

This is very ornamental on a table if 
tho icing is skillfully done. Croam 
thoroughly 3 cups of sugar and a cup of 
butter; then add 5 eggs (yolks and 
whites beaten separately), two-thirds of 
a onp of milk, into which half a tea- 
spoonful of soda, dissolved in a little 
water, has been poured, and cups of 
flour, in which a teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar has boon put before sifting. 
Beat tho mixtmro well, and just before 
putting it into tho pans stir in 3 teacup- 
fuls of tho kernels of walnuts broken 
into quarters. Bake in squaro or oblong 
pans. Spread over the top a thick layer 
of whito icing, and when it begins to 
stiffen draw a sharp knife from end to 
end in lines about two inches apart; then 
repeat in tho same way across, forming 
squares, in the center of which should 
bo placed a half kernel of the walnut, 
reserved for the purpose.

Ottawa, Jan. 18.— Sir Charlus H. Tuppor 
la busily engaged these days in grappling 
with the details of tho many Important 
questions which oome before htm in bii 
capacity as Minister of Jnatloe. A day or 
two ago, however, your correspondent called 
upon bim and asked if bo would kindly say 
aomebhing in reference to bis recent) trip to 
tho Paoif3c ooaat. 

The Mlniater replied that be had abstain 
ed from disoasaing the matter for aome days 
for obvious reasons, but that he took advan 
tago of my question to record his sense of 
gratitudo at tho cordial reooptiun accorded 
him at every stago of hia Weatorn journey. 
It was oomplotoly beyond bis expootation or 
doaorta. " Having reached Victoria," re- 
marked Sir Charles, "I immediately ar- 
ranged a aerios of oonforoncos, first of all 
with those ropreeeniiug tho aoaling industry 
whom I hud gone more particularly to con- 
sult. The explanations given and tho cx 
ehaiigo of opiniona were vory valuublo, I 
think I may say to all concurnod, Kvery 
thing waa diacuaaed in a nioab bueiueaa-liko 
manner. Subsecjuoutly I had tho advantage 
of a vory full discussion and Interchange of 
opinion with those interested in the prosecu- 
tion of 

THE SALMON CANNINfl INDUSTItV." 

I waa greatly impressed with the una- 
nimity of Bontiment in British Columbia in 
support of miioy o£ tho viowa of tho cin- 
ners which were oppoQod to tho views of my 
lato officers, and while I heard nothing to 
minimize tho strength of tho opiniona ad- 
vanced by our oliicers hero from a theo- 
retical standpoint, it was imposalblo for me 
to ignore the testimony of tho oannora and 
tho uotual condition of tho lisberiea as I 
found them, partioularly in view of tho 
enormous extent of the tiaheriea, the com- 
plete dill'drenco of the water out there from 
that on the Enstern coaat, the extraordinary 
dill'drencos in many of the habits of the 
salmon from those on the Atlantic coast, 
and above all the uniformity of slzs of tho 
fiah taken for market. In short, whilo as 
yet I have reached no final ccnclu- 
sion on the matter, I feel certain 
that after dlBonssing the subjeob with 
Hon. Mr. Costigan, the present minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, and ultimately with 
my coUeagnea in oounoil, we shall be able to 
make further concessions respeoting the re- 
gulations without running the danger of do- 
ing serious Injury to the wonderful pigoine 
wealth of British Columbia. I believe that 
theoretically our rcgulationa are aonnd 
in tho main, and that where a mistake has 
been made it has boon on the side of safety. 
It ia impossible, however, in view of the 
strong opiniona put fnri h hy leading men of 
the province, men of Intelligenoo and ability, 
members of the local legislature and of the 
boards of trade, who endorse emphatically 
the views put forward by the repreaenta- 
tivea of the province in the House of Com- 
mons, to insist upon a stringent adherence 
to the departmental vlev/. I take this 
ground chiefly on the hypothesis that as re- 
gards tho Qsb which are ciught for canning 
purposes the good average size la being main- 
tained. This solution of the vexed question, 
therefore, occurred to me, and I advanced Ic 
for tho consideration of the canners who 
were with me on the Fraaer river when the 
aad news of my late leader's death reached 
us. If the oanners' contention be oorrest 
that the Department 

CAN VIEI.D CERTAIN I'DINTS 

in the regulations, they must be of the 
opinion that the size of the fish will be 
maintained. Therefore, if ,they will agree 
that for ten years to come^ tho department 
shall not entertain or consider any augges- 
tion to reduce the sizo of the mesh as now 
prescribed, most of the ooncesaions they de- 
sire will be poeaible. To refuae to accept 
this proposal would Imply that they are not 
sure of their ground. My suggeation was 
informally made and they promiaed to have 
a meeting of those interested and to acquaint 
me with their views. On the vexed ques- 
tion of the diapoaition of the offal from the 
canneries it is possible also that a com- 
promise may be effected, but of courso to 
attain this legislation will be oeoeiaary. I 
need hardly say, however, that Mr. Costi- 
gan and I will give tho matter prompt 
attention. Tho other questions concern- 
ing tho fishing regulations, such 
as permiaaion to take salmon along tho coaat 
and tho application of tho regulations to tho 
Skeena river can, I think, be easily adjusted. 
The question of the uao of seines Is a very 
perplexing one. The proposition submittod 
to mo in British Columbia ia altogether op- 
poBod to tho beat advico 1 can got from 
Sahory experts. However, local peculiari- 
tioa are again urged and probably aome 
compromise may bo adopted. You may suy, 
however, that tho whole question will bo 
thoroughly inquired into. I had arranged 
that Professor Prince, commissioner of 
lisbericB, whose ability and aciontific attain- 
ments uro well recognizod, nhould enter into 
a practical investigation of tho liahery quos- 
tion in British Columbia. I have no doubt 
that Mr. Coatigan will carry this out. Oa 
being aaked as to 

THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK, 

in the West, the Minister of Justice replied, 
" I believe that public aentimenb In British 
Columbia is strongly in favor of the policy 
of tho present Dominion government, and 
that the only capital oar opponents are able 
to make Is oonneoted with minor defects of 
departmental management and the impos- 
sibility o* folly meeting all the demands 
that are made on the different departments. 
In support of this statement It ia important 
to remember that at the meeting which I 
addressed in Victoria members of tho local 
legislature, sitting both on the right and 
left of Mr. Speaker, occupied seats on the 
platform, and I aacertained that tho leader 
of the provinci il opposition was as good a 
friend of tho Conservative party in foderal 
politics aa tho loader of tho govornmout, 
Hon. Mr. Djvio. I viaitod tho houao of aa- 
eombly when it was in Bcaaiou and they paid 
mo tho extraordinary complimout, on tho 
suggeation of Mr. Spnakor Higgins, of od- 
journing in order that thoy might have tho 
opportunity of meeting mo. lu the 
Speaker's roome, in tho proeenoo of gentle- 
men of both aides of politica, Hon. 
Mr. Uiggine proposed my health in 
moat felicitous terms. Tho moot- 
ing whioh i addioBsed in tho opera house 
was a grand auoooBS, and was rendered all 
tho greater by an abortive attempt on the 
part of the local Grit organization to break 
up the meoting. The crowd, however, who 
came to Interrupt were too good-natured and 
generous to continue the disorderly conduct 
they were Indnoed to begin. Their Inter- 
ruptions at timea were bnmorona aa well aa 
muchlevona, bat on tho whole tended to the 



ancaeas of^,tbe meeting.' An; aotive and en- 
ergetic looil Grit waa glven^n opportunity 
of expoaing hIa ignorande'on^jpoUtloal quea- 
tiooB, and his interrnpttona _beoomiDg ex- 
ceedingly rude subjebted''tbe''man to the 
disapprobation of leading jLtfaeialrpreMnt, 
wbo were among the moat attentive of the 
audience. I nevor addressed any meeting 
with greater pleasure than that wbioh was 
bald in the Victoria opera house, and I am 
satisfied that wo bavo an 

OVERWHELMING NU.MBER OF FUIKND3 

in that city. VVborover I wont, in British 
Columbia, my friends vied with each other 
to mako my vlait as delightful as posoiblo. 
At Nanaimo I had the pleasure of aidrees- 
ing a public meetine, as well as one under 
the auspices of the Board of Trade. I was 
sorry to find, however, that oar friend Mr. 
Haslam, M.F., waa oonfiDed to hia honae by 
an attack of illneaa, I learned that he was 
deservedly atrong in his eonatltaenoy, and 
if he oan be Indnoed to run again for parlia- 
ment at the next eleatioo,'he will win in a 
canter. Xbe membgrt of the Board of Trade 
are a well informed body of basinosa men, 
prond of their little olty and of their magni- 
ficent harbor, which is 'one of the finest I 
ever saw in my life. There are aome mat- 
ters there which require the attention of 
tho government, and will rooeiva ib. 
Mr. Haslam has pressed their importanoo 
on the difTotonb dopartmento, and so tar as 
tho marine department is concerned, a per- 
sonal visit was all that waa needed to con- 
vince ma that speedy action should bo taken 
toworda making tho port as effec- 
tivo as posaiblo. Whore local entor- 
prioo has done bo much, the government 
ought to bo able to lend u liund. My moot- 
ing thoro was us aiicoeaaful as tho one ot 
Victoria. At I looked into tho kindly and 
independent facca of the audience ib was 
with pride that I roniembored many of them 
wero " bluenoaea " liko myaolf. After tho 
meoting a b intiuot wua tendered to mo, tho 
mayor of tho town in tho chair, and the 
president of the board of trudo in tho vice- 
ohair.
